7 sentenced to 
death in Turkey 

ANKARA (R) — Seven people 
were sentenced to death in a trial 
of 72 alleged leftist militants acc- 
used of 10 political murders and 
other armed offences in southern 
Turkey before the 1980 military 
coup, it was announced Saturday. 
In the past two weeks, 47 people 
have been sentenced to death, inc- 
luding 24 Kurdish separatists, in 
seven mass trials opened since 
thousands of alleged militants 
were rounded up after the coup. 

Chinese TV again 
cuts Reagan speech 

PEKING (R) — China’s state-run 
television Saturday for a second 
time edited out remarks by Pre- 
sident Reagan advocating fre- 
edom and underlining the Soviet 
"threat” along the Chinese bor- 
der. Mr. Reagan's Press Secretary 
Larry Speakes said the White 
House had expressed regret to the 
Chinese government about cuts in 
a speech by the president bro- 
adcast on Chinese television Fri- 
day night which followed similar 
themes. Ignoring the American 
protest. Chinese Television, car- 
rying an interview it recorded with 
the president Saturday, deleted a 
section referring indirectly to the 
Soviet Union and preaching fre- 
edom.

Ali hints Egypt will cut off U.S. 
ties if Washington moves embassy 


CAIRO (Agencies) — Foreign 
Minister Kamal Hassan Ali hinted 
in an interview published Sat- 
urday that Egypt would sever dip- 
lomatic relations with the United 
States or any other country to 
move its embassy to Jerusalem. 

But Mr. Ali told the weekly 
newspaper Akbar AJ Yom the 
administration of President Ron- 
ald Reagan taken the ‘‘com- 
mendable" step of opposing an 
embassy move in letters to Con- 
gress where such a proposal is 
under discussion. 

Mr. Ali also said conditions are 
not right for any Arab- Israeli 
peace moves this year because of • 
disarray within the Arab World, 
next November’s U.S. pre- 
sidential election and Israeli act- 
ions in the occupied West Bank 
and Gaza Strip. 


Egypt broke off relations with 
the Central American states of El 
Salvador and Costa Rica for hav- 
ing moved their Israel embassies 
from Tel Aviv to Jerusalem. 

Mr. Ali was asked whether 
Egypt would take similar action 
against the United States, given 
the existing special relationship 
between Cairo and Washington. 

“The severance of Egypt's dip- 
lomatic ties with El Salvador and 
Costa Rica represents a position 
of principle which Egypt will 
adopt toward any country.” Mr. 
Ali replied. 

" Moving an embassy from Tel 
Aviv to Jerusalem is a serious act- 
ion tending to affirm the final sta- 
tus of Jerusalem as Israel’s capital 
— something which contravenes 
all agreements, U.N. resolutions 
and the Geneva Conventions (on 


PEKING (R) — Chinese troops 
Saturday wiped out a Vietnamese 
force in a border clash, the New 
China News Agents said in a des- 
patch from "frontline reporters.” 
The agency said Chinese fro- 
ntier guards hit back at attacking 
Vietnamese troops at Laoshan in 
Yunnan province, “killing all the 
Vietnamese in fierce fighting.” 
The report did not specify how 
many Vietnamese the Chinese 
said they had killed, nor on which 
side of the border. 

The agency said the battle 
began Saturday morning when 
Chinese troops under cover of art- 
illery fire launched a counter- 
attack on Vietnamese forces 
which had earlier occupied parts 


of the mountainous region. 

The Vietnamese resisted stu- 
bbornly from fortifications, but 
these were all .been destroyed by 
early afternoon, the agency said. 

The Vietnamese tried to retake 
the positions but failed after suf- 
fering casualties, the agency said. 
It added that Chinese troops in the 
area were still on full combat alert. 

A Vietnamese diplomat in Pek- 
ing told Reuters he had received . 
no reports of conflict on the bor- 
der over the past two days, but 
Chinese guns had previously been 
bombarding Vietnamese soil daily 
and troops had' made frequent 
incursions.

Boobytraps 
found in 
Palestinian 
buses in 
West Bank 

TEL AVIV (Agencies) — Police 
said Saturday they had removed 
boobytrap bombs from seven Pal- 
estinian buses serving East Jer- 
usalem and later arrested a num- 
ber of Israeli settlers. 

The bombs, set to explode as the 
driver pressed the starter, were 
■ found Friday morning but official 
word of the discovery was held up 
until detectives had investigated 
and made the arrests, according to 
the police statement. 

h said the detained Israelis were 
settlers in the occupied West Bank. 

The vehicles belong to the Pal- 
estinian owned Kalandia Bus 
Company, which operates in East 
Jerusalem. Seven of its eight buses 
were apparently boobytrapped 
during the night while parked near 
the homes of their drivers, police 
said. 

Yossi Sarid, a left-wing Labour 
member of parliament, said the 
incident proved that a dangerous 
Jewish underground movement 
was active in the occupied ter- 
ritories. 

Israel Radio said unspecified 
suspects were later detained and 
that police may have cracked a 
second underground believed res- 
ponsible for attacks against Pal- 
estinians in the last four years. 

The radio did not say how the 
bombs were discovered but that 
nobody was on the buses when they 
were found and dismantled. 

A district police spokesman said 
he was not authorised to speak on 
the subject. National police spo- 
kesman Co by Bachar said there 
was no official comment.

Libyan embassy siege leaves 
Britons in angry, bitter mood 


LONDON (Agencies) — Britain 
looked back bitterly Saturday on 
the 1 1-day siege of Libya's Lon- 
don embassy, with newspapers 
speaking of tragedy and hum- 
iliation and politicians of all par- 
ties asking how it came to happen. 

The drama ended Friday with 
the simultaneous withdrawal of 
the Libyan embassy staff from Bri- 
tain and of British envoys from 
Tripoli. Diplomatic relations will 
be formally severed at midnight 
Sunday. 

“Humiliation for Britain.” the 
right-wing Daily Express said, 
while the Liberal Guardian called 
it “A bleak little tragedy” and edi- 
torials generally called for action 
to prevent a repetition of the cri- 
sis. 

Politicians from the main opp- 
osition parties and the ruling Con- 
servatives demanded to know why 
the government failed to ant- 
icipate trouble from the embassy, 
serving notice that ministers faced 
some rough criticism in the com- 
ing week. 

The siege began when a young 
policewoman, on duty during a 
demonstration at the embassy, 
was killed in a burst of gunfire 
which witnesses said came from an 
embassy window. 

Armed police sealed off the 
area and ringed the embassy and 
for 19 tense days the stalemate 


continued as Britain confronted 
delicate problems of diplomatic 
immunity. 

At first the government dem- 
anded permission to search the 
building but finally, accepting that 
it could not trap the killer without 
infringing diplomatic rules, it dec- 
ided to sever relations altogether. 

Saturday at the scene in St. 
James's Square police remained 
on the alert, waiting for Sunday 
night and the formal end of dip- 
lomatic ties when they will be free 
to search the building. 

Thirty Libyans emerged from 
the besieged building into the sun- 
light of St. James's Square on Fri- 
day. They spent seven hours at a 
government holding centre where 
police tried to question them. 
They left Heathrow airport at 
dusk on a Libyan Arab Airlines jet 
bound for Tripoli (See story on 
page 2). 

Later Friday night, 11 British 
diplomats and their families ret- 
urned from Tripoli led by Amb- 
assador Oliver Miles and were 
welcomed at Gatwick airport out- 
side London with champagne. 
With only caretaker officials left at 
each embassy, the diplomatic 
break initiated by Britain was 
almost complete. 

Britain quickly signalled it 
would like a rapprochement with 


Libya, provided the North African 
state changed its ways. 

“We have nothing against the 
Libyan people. We would like to 
have good relations with Libya.” 
said Foreign Office Minister of 
State for Middle East Affairs Ric- 
hard Luce at a news conference 
welcoming the returning dip- 
lomats. 

But, he continued, “we are ent- 
itled to expect certain standards of 
behaviour if the two coumries are 
to have diplomatic relations, and 
the outrage of April 17 was not 
only unacceptable but an unp- 
recedented abuse of British law 
and of international law and the 
Vienna Convention” on dip- 
lomatic conduct. 

The shooting of policewoman 
Fletcher prompted widespread 
calls in Britain for a review of the 
code of diplomatic immunity. 

Opposition politicians are also 
calling for a formal inquiry into 
the incident. 

Two Libyan diplomats v It. 
were away from the embassy at 
the time of the shooting are rem- 
aining in Britain under the pro- 
tection of the Saudi Arabian emb- 
assy. 

Two British diplomats remain 
in Tripoli attached to the Italian 
embassy, which will look after Bri- 
tish interests.

MOSCOW (R) — Soviet lea- 
der Konstantin Chernenko 
attacked the United States 
over the East-West arms race 
and its role in the Middle East 
at a meeting with Greek 
Communist Party chief H ar- 
il aos Florakis Saturday. 

Mr. Chernenko declared 
that present world tensions 
were entirely the fault of “agg- 
ressive imperialist circles” in 
the U.S. which were striving to 
achieve military superiority 
over Moscow and dictate to 
other countries, TASS news 
agency said. 

“Past history has witnessed 
more than one claimant to 
world domination. However 
‘this is the first time that such 
claims rely on the basis of nuc- 
lear missiles and space wea- 
pons,” he said. 

TASS said both men con- 
demned U.S. “expansionist 
ambitions'’ in the Middle East 
and voiced support for Syria 
and left-wing Lebanese forces 


which were resisting “U.S.- 
Israeli aggression”. 

Mr. Chernenko’s comments- 
reflected a tougher line he has 
taken towards Washington 

TASS reported that he and 
Mr. Florakis bad also blamed 
Washington for the dec- 
laration of an independent 
state by the authorities in 
Turkish -occupied northern 
Cyprus. 

The two sides condemned 
the creation of the new state , 
and called for the re- 
unification of Cyprus and wit- 
hdrawal of all foreign military 
forces (See related story on 
page 2) 

Mr. Florakis’ parry is sta- 
unchly loyal to Moscow. TASS 
said he and Mr. Chernenko’ 
had agreed that the whole 
communist movement must 
remain true to the principles of 
Marxism-Leninism, an app- 
arent swipe at the independent 
“Euroconimunist” of the 
West. 


KUWAIT (AP) — Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO) Cha- 
irman Yasser Arafat arrived Sat- 
urday from Baghdad and called 
for revival of efforts by the pan- 
Islamic goodwill committee to try 
and bring the 44-month-old Iran- 
lraq war to an end. 

Mr. Arafat told reporters the 
committee should convene urg- 
ently to elect a new chairman in 
place of the deceased Guinean 
President Ahmad Sekou Toure 
“and conduct new efforts to end 
the war especially under the pre- 
sent circumstances which are cri- 
tical for the (Middle East) reg- 
ion.” 

He disclosed that contacts were 
underway toward that end among 
the members of the 45-nation 
Organisation of Islamic Con- 
ference (OIC) which set up the 
committee. 

Mr. Arafat said his talks with 
President Saddam Hussein and 
other Iraqi officials in Baghdad 
dealt foremostly with the Gulf 
war, noting that the PLO was a 
member of the Islamic committee. 


Iraq and Iran arc also members of 
the OIC. 

The talks also dealt with Leb- 
anon and what the Palestinian 
inhabitants were confronting of 
“Judaisation of Islamic san- 
ctities." in the Israeli-occupied 
territories, he said. 

The PLO chairman is member 
also of the OIC committee on Jer- 
usalem which convened earlier 
this month in Morocco under King 
Hassan II and decided that OIC 
states rupture relations with El 
Salvador and Costa Rica for mov- 
ing their Israeli embassies from 
Tel Aviv to Jerusalem.

Fighting continues in Soviet offensive in Afghan Panjsher valley 


ISLAMABAD (Agencies) — A 
Soviet attack on Afghan rebels in 
the mountain valley of Panjsher. 
described by observers as part of 
the biggest Soviet offensive in the 
four-year struggle in Afghanistan, 
was believed continuing Saturday 
as scattered fighting was reported 
around the country. 

Major operations were also 
reported by Pakistan-based res- 
istance leaders in the large cities of 
Kandahar, in southeastern Afg- 
hanistan near the Pakistan border.

Turkish businessman 
wounded in Tehran 


ANKARA (R) — Armenian guerrillas shot and cri- 
tically wounded a Turkish businessman in Tehran 
Saturday, hours before Prime Minister Turgut Ozal 
arrived in the Iranian capital on an official visit, the 
Foreign Ministry said here. 


Ministry spokesman Yalim 
Erafp withdrew an earlier report 
that the businessman. Isik Yon- 
der. had died of his wounds. 

“We received a cable (from the 
Turkish embassy in Tehran) say- 
ing he was dead. Now we have a 
cable saying he is still alive." Mr. 
Eralp told Reuters.

later was told he was not dead." he 
said. 

Gunmen on a motorcycle ope- 
ned fire on Mr. Yonder and his 
wife Sadiye. a secretary at the 
Tehran embassy, as they were dri- 
ving to the mission Saturday mor- 
ning. Mr. Eralp said. 

Mr. Yonder, hit in the head by a 
bullet which entered his brain, is 
inoperable, the spokesman added. 
He said Mrs. Yonder apparently 
escaped serious injury and was by 
her husband's bed. 

Mr. Eralp said responsibility for 
the attack was claimed by the 
Armenian Secret Army for the 
Liberation of Armenia ( AS ALA), 
one of two main Armenian und- 
erground groups that have killed 
almost 40 Turks and several for- 
eigners in a decade of attacks on 


Turkish targets around the world. 

Saturday's shooting appeared 
deliberately timed to coincide 
with Mr. OzaFs visit, his first off- 
icial trip abroad since he took off- 
ice last December. 

The prime minister arrived in 
Tehran about three hours after the 
shooting and told reporters: “We 
hope Iran will take all the nec- 
essary measures against these att- 
acks.’’ 

Spokesman Eralp said no cha- 
nges were expected in the prime 
.minister's programme as a result 
of the killing. 

Vfore than 200 Turkish bus- 
inessmen. led by State Minister 
Ismail Ozdaglar. have been in 
Tehran since last Monday in adv- 
ance of Mr. OzaTs visit. 

It was the second time tn a 
month that Armenian gunmen 
had struck Turkish targets in Teh- 
ran. On March 2K two diplomats 
were wounded, one seriously, in a 
rash of attacks around the city. 

The Armenian attacks, made in 
places as far apart as Ankara. Los 
Angeles. Paris. Belgrade and Syd- 
ney. arc in revenge for the death of 
hundreds of thousands of Arm- 
enians in eastern Turkey in 1915. 

At the time, the Ottoman Tur- 


kish government deponed the 
Armenian population during a 
bloody war in the region against 
the Russian Czarist army. 

Armenians say 1.5 million of 
their people died in what amo- 
unted to genocide and they dem- 
and acknowledgement and rep- 
arations by Turkey. 

But successive Turkish gov- 
ernments have strongly denied the 
genocide charge and said the 
number of deaths in the episode is 
greatly exaggerated by the Arm- 
enians. 

Turkey protests French move 

Turkey protested to France 
Saturday over the erection of an 
Armenian statue in a French 
town, the Foreign Ministry said in 
Ankara. 

A /ninistiy statement said Tur- 
key regretted and condemned the 
erection of an Armenian statue in 
the Lown of AJfortville. It warned 
France of "negative con- 
sequences” for Turkish-French 
.relations. 

Turkey also expressed regret 
and condemnation to the Soviet 
Union because a priest from Sov- 
iet Armenia was to attend the 
unveiling ceremony, the sta- 
tement said. 

Almost 40 Turkish diplomats or 
their relatives have been mur- 
dered by Armenian guerrillas 
around the world over the past 
decade.

PARIS (Agencies) — Guerrillas 
fighting Morocco for ind- 
ependence of the Western Sahara 
claims Saiurday that they killed 
300 Moroccan army officers and 
soldiers and destroyed weapons 
and vehicles in heavy fighting. 

A communique released in 
Paris by the self-proclaimed Sah- 
aran Arab Democratic Republic 
’(SADR) said the guerrillas att- 
acked a troop concentration in the 
region of Laararidh 60 kilometres 
south of Zag. 

The SADR has reported con- 
tinued fighting in the area near the 
Algerian border for the past week. 

It said the Moroccans lost 1 15 


trucks, landrovcrs and jeeps. 15 
mortars. IS gun batteries, seven 
105>mm cannon and many light 
arms. The Algerian -backed gue- 
rrillas also destroyed two ground- 
to-ground missile launching pads, 
it said. 

According to a recent SADR 
report. 30.000 Moroccan troops 
have been sent to the Zag area to 
extend minefields and sand and 
rock reinforcements to prevent 
guerrilla incursions from the Wes- 
tern Sahara. 

Clashes were first reported last 
Sunday by the SADR, which says 
its guerrillas, known as the Sah- 
aran People’s Liberation Army.

Palestinian-born American tortured in Israeli jail 


AJLBUOUEROUE. New Mexico 
(AP) — A Palestinian-born man 
who now lives in Albuquerque 
was back home Friday after spe- 
nding 22 days in an Israeli jail 
where he said he was humiliated 
and tortured. 

Hazem Mirshed Mansour arr- 
ived in Albuquerque Thursday 
night after being released by the 
Israelis on Tuesday and given 48 
hours to leave the country. He said 
he was arrested without exp- 
lanation on April 2 by Israeli sol- 
diers in from of his family's home 
in Daeir Debwan. 

He said he was placed in solitary 
confinement at the Ramallah pri- 
son where he was tortured “phy- 


sically. emotionally, spiritually — 
you name it," 

“They humuliated me beyond 
description,” he said. “I was not 
treated like an American. I was 
not treated like a human being”. 

Mr. Mansour, who said he had 
gone to Daeir Debwan March I to 
visit his ailing mother, also said he 
was denied medical treatment. 

He said he suffers from an ang- 
ina and that on April 18 he had a 
mild heart attack which he att- 
ributed to torture. He said he was 
transferred to another jail, close to 
Jerusalem after the U.S. consulate 
in Israel interceded. 

Koby Bachar, spokesman for 
Israel's national police, said Mr. 


Mansour was detained because he ■ 
was suspected of “maintaining 
contacts with very senior per- 
sonalities of the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation in Lebanon 
and supplying them with various 
services.” He declined to ela- 
borate. 

Mr. Mansour’s attorney, Jon- 
athan Kuttab, said Mr. Mansour 
denied charges that he donated 
$100 to Fateh, the mainstream 
commando movement within the 
PLO. He said Mr. Mansour don- 
ated the money to the Holy Land 
Mission, a charitable organisation 
that ministers to Palestinian ref- 
ugees. 

Mr. Kuttab said Mr. Mansour 


was forced to sign a confession to 
the Israeli chaige. 

Mr. Kuttab said the confession 
in Hebrew was not translated to 
Mr. Mansour, and that the police 
insisted on interrogating Mr. 
Mansour in Arabic despite his 
pleading that he did not have suf- 
ficient command of the lanaguage.

ATHENS (AP) — Premier And- 
reas Papandreou said Friday that 
U.N. Secretary- General Javier 
PeTez de Cuellar is under pressure 
“not to tell the whole truth” about 
recent events on Cyprus. 

Mr. Papandreou. speaking to 
reporters after five hours of talks 
with Cyprus President Spyros 
Kyprianou and Greek Cypriot 
opposition party leaders, implied 
that the United States was backing 
Turkey on the Cyprus problem. 

“We have very good inf- 
ormation that countries which 
decisively influence the Turkish 
position — and we know who they 
are — are pressuring the U.N. sec- 
retary general not to tell the whole 
truth about what’s happening on 
Cyprus," the Greek premier said. 

Mr. Kyprianou and envoys of 
the islands four opposition par- 
ties were visiting Greece on their 
way to New York for a U.N. Sec- 
urity Council session on the Cyp- 
rus issue, following last week's 
exchange of ambassadors between 
Turkey and the self-proclaimed 
Turkish Cypriot republic of nor- 
thern Cyprus. 

Mr. Perez de Cuellar’s pro- 
posals to break the deadlock on 


the Cyprus issue have' found no 
response from the Turkish Cyp- 
riots. 

“There is no doubt that Tur- 
key’s real plans are to create a 
separate state in the pan of the 
island they occupy.” Mr. Kyp- 
rianou told reporters after Fri- 
day’s talks. 

Last November, Turkish Cyp- 
riot leader Rauf Denktash uni- 
laterally declared independence in 
northern Cyprus, which has been 
occupied by Turkish troops since 
1974 following a Greek-led coup 
against then resident Makarios. 

Only Turkey has so far rec- 
ognised the breakaway republic 
set up by the Turkish Cypriot 
minority on the divided Med- 
iterranean island. 

“The powers that influence 
Turkey are also responsible for 
the present situation,” Mr. Kyp- 
rianou added, also implying that 
the United States was to blame. 

Earlier, Mr. Kyprianou met 
with Greek President Constantine 
Kararaanlis ‘’to brief him on the 
latest developments and the out- 
look on this national issue " a sta- 
tement issued by Mr. Karamanlis' 
office said. 


Israel orders inquiry 
into commando deaths, 

The Associated Press reports that the following story was submitted to 
the Israeli military censor who deleted significant material. 


SYDNEY (AP) — A British jou- 
rnalist has been barred from ent- 
ering Australia because of alleged 
ties with the Palestine Liberation 
Organisation (PLO). a newspaper 
reported Saturday. 

"The Australian” newspaper 
said Fans Glubb had planned to 
make a lecture tour in Australia 
but was refused a visa last week. 

Mr. Glubb is the son of Sir John 
Glubb, British commander of the 
Arab Legion which became the 
Royal Jordanian Army when Jor- 
dan became independent after 
World War II. 

Sir John. 87. was known as 


Glubb Pasha, and wrote several 
books on Arab history and Arab 
military history. 

The decision to bar the younger 
Glubb entry to Australia was 
made by Prime Minister Bob 
Hawke after a dispute between 
Foreign Minister Bill Hayden and 
Immigration and Ethnic Affairs 
Minister Stewart West, the new- 
spaper said, citing unidentified 
officials. 

A government spokesman said 
Saturday that Mr. Glubb was tur- 
ned down because he had stated 
that he was a member of the PLO. 


TEL AVIV (AP) — A senior Isr- 
aeli general was appointed Friday 
to head an investigation into the 
deaths of two Palestinian com- 
mandos who were reported to 
have been captured alive after Isr- 
aeli troops stormed a bus they hij- 
acked: — * 

.The announcement." carried by 
Israel Radio- and confirmed by 
Israeli officials, came after two 
weeks of reports in Israeli and for- 
eign news media that challenged 
the official version of events. 

Prime Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
and the army spokesman's office 
have said that two of the four 
commandos were killed when Isr- 
aeli troops stormed the bus April 
13 in the Israeli -occupied Gaza 
Strip and that the other two died 
of injuries en route to a hospital 

However, unpublished pho- 
tographs shown to the Associated 
Press and other news cor- 
respondents raised questions 
about whether the two had been 
fatally wounded. 

One photograph by Alex Levac. 
a photographer of the daily Had- 
ashot. showed a dark com- 
plexioned man with curly hair in 
.handcuffs walking between two 


plainclothes security men. Mr. 
Levac said he took the picture 
about two minutes after the bus 
was stormed. 

Shmuel Rahmani. a pho- 
tographer of the daily Maariv said 
he. took a full length photo of a 
man with his head down walking 
between Israeli array soldiers and 
a crowd in the background. A gov- 
ernment source who spoke earlier 
on condition that he not be ide- 
ntified said the array was inv- 
estigating what happened "bef- 
ore, during and after the ope- 
ration." He said the investigation 
would be completed in the near 
future. 

Koteret Rashit, a leftist news 
magazine, this week quoted mil- 
itary sources as saying the Israeli 
array was anxious for the inv- 
estigation because it was not res- 
ponsible for the vagueness sur- 
rounding the deaths of the two 
Palestinian men and wanted to 
dear its name. 

Initial army statements on April 
13 said two of the hijackers were 
killed and two were captured, but 
later in the day the spokesman's" 
office said all four were dead.

Development bank loans fall in 1983 


AMMAN (Petra) — A total of 98 
loans amounting to JD 8.45 mil- 
lion were issued by the Industrial 
Development Bank (IDB) during 
1983. compared with 104 loans 
totalling JD 10.30 million in 1982. 
the IDB annual report said. 

The report went on to say that 
the total costs of the projects ben- 
efiting from these loans during 
last year totalled J D 283 million. 


of which JD 14.1 million was the 
costs of the construction of the 
Sahab Industrial Estate. 

During the first year of pro- 
duction. the report added, such 
projects will earn an income of J D 
33 million, in addition to pro- 
viding 2.031 new job opp- 
ortunities. 

The report said that 24.06 per 
cent of the total loans granted dur- 


ing the year went to the chemical 
and plastics industries, 15-55 to 
the non-mineral industries, and 
15.43 manufacturing machines 
and equipment while the rem- 
aining portion went to other ind- 
ustries. 

Out of the 98 loans. 28 were 
granted to new projects, four of 
which were tourist related ent- 
erprises. the report fun her said. 


iRBID (Petra) — Yarmouk Uni- 
versity President Ad nan Badran 
Saturday received the visiting 
Director of the United States Inf- 
ormation Agency (USIA) Charles 
Z.Wiek and briefed him on the 
university’s development and fut- 
ure plans. Mr. Wick also watched 
a documentary film on the history 
and achievements of the uni- 
versity.

Cement company 5 s report 
approved by shareholders 


AMMAN (Petra) — The Jordan 
Cement Factories Company 
(JCFC) general assembly has app- 
roved the JCFCs board of dir- 
ectors report, the financial report 
for 1 983 as well as the distribution 
of profits amounting to JD 
2,025.000 million. The company's 
production of cement during the 
last nine months of 1 983 reached 
1,043,927 tonnes which is an inc- 
rease of 60 per cent over the same 
period in 1982. according to a 
JCFC report. 

The JCFC has realised con- 
siderable profits over the past two 
years, according to a company 


spokesman. The cement com- 
pany's records indicate that a total 
of JD 4312,413 in profits were 
made from April 1, 19S3 until 
Dec. 31.4983 compared with JD 
3.794,454 from April X, 1982 
until March 31, 1983, the spo- 
kesman said. 

JCFC will by the end of this 
month distribute dividends and 
profits to shareholders amounting 
to 1 2 per cent of the nominal value 
of hs shares. 

According to the JCFC spo- 
kesman, the cement company paid 
to the treasury JD 14.5 million in 
the first nine months of 1983.

AMMAN — Determined to con- 
quer his physical disability and not 
to let it hinder his ambitions, 
24 -year-old Go mam Singh set off 
on a “new bicycle" from his hom- 
etown in Punjab one hot July day 
in 1982 on a tour around the world 
that in AprO 1 984 has brought him 
to Jordan. 

Afflicted by polio that ham- 
pered the growth of his left leg at. 
an early age, Mr. Singh was det- 
ermined to lead a "normal life" 
and to enjoy it to the full. 

As a teenager and throughout 
his college years at law school, Mr. 
Singh enjoyed discus and shot put- 
ting and of course cycling. 

"I have always loved sport and 
made sure that my physical han- 
dicap did not prevent me from 
enjoying my life and realising my 
dreams," Mr. Singh told the Jor- 
dan Times last week. 

Enjoying life to the full, how- 
ever, was not the only reason that 
motivated Mr. Singh in his str- 
uggle against his disability. 

■ Proving a point 

“I wanted to prove that phy- 
sically handicapped people are not 
disabled and are not mediocre 
human beings who live on the fri- 
nges offife" he said. 

Mr. Singh is currently the gen- 
eral secretary of the Handicapped 
Association of India which num- 
bers 400 physically, handicapped 
people. 

"The association, which has 
branches all over fndia. aims to 


help the physically handicapped to 
develop their physical and mental 
abilities and to find jobs,” he said. 

But what made Gomara Singh 
embark on a tour around the 
world on a bicycle despite all the 
difficulties that he might face? 

In search. of fame 

" 1 do not want to be anonymous, I 
want to do something that will 
make me known,” Gornara said 
explaining that his ambition is to 
get his name” in the GuinessBook 
of Records as "the first one- 
legged person to tour the world - on 
a bicycle." 


During his travels, Mr. Singh 
has visited more than 26 countries 
across Asia, North America, Eur- 
ope, Africa and then to the Middle 
East on his way back to his starting 
point in India. 

The countries that Mr. Singh 
has visited so far include Malaysia, 
Thailand, Japan, Canada, U.S., 
Britain, France, Belgium, Hol- 
land, West Germany. Norway, 
Sweden, Poland, Czechoslovakia, 
Austria, Switzerland, Italy, Yug- 
oslavia, Bulgaria, Greece, Egypt, 
Cyprus, Syria and last but not least 
Jordan. 

Mr. Singh will leave Jordan wit- 
hin the next few days for Iraq and 


Kuwait on his way back to India. 

Go roam Singh says that his trip 
has allowed him the opportunity 
to meet people and make new fri- 
ends around the world. 

“Furthermore, it has been quite 
an educational experience for I 
have come to know and und- 
erstand much more about the dif- 
ferent cultures and traditions of 
different nations.’' 

On his return, Mr. Singh intends 
to write a book on his experiences 
and observations as well as to get' 
his name into another book, that 
being the Guiness Book of Rec- 
ords. 


Monthly fall, 
in money 
supply rates 
registered 

AMMAN (R) — The narrowly- 
defined M-l money supply fell 0.1 
per cent iu February compared 
with January to JD 848.4 million, 
but was 5.4 per cent higher than in 
February 1983, official figures 
issued have shown. 

M-l comprises currency in cir- 
culation plus demand deposits at 
banks. The more broadly-defined 
M-2 aggregate, which also inc- 
ludes time deposits, rose 0.6 per 
cent to JD 1 .61 billion and was 1 1 
per cent higher than a year earlier. 

Total assets and liabilities of the 
banking system were unchanged 
from January at JD 2.13 billion 
and about 10 per cent higher than 
a year earlier, the Central Bank of 
Jordan’s monthly report showed. 

Gold and foreign exchange res- 
erves rose to JD 627.2 million in 
February from JD6213 million in 
January, compared with J D 639.9 
million in February 1983. the fig- 
ures showed. 

The Cetmal Bank's industrial 
production index fell 2.8 per cent 
to 1553 (base 1979) compared 
with January and was 30 per cent 
higher than in February 1983. 

The overall cost of living index 
fell 1:0 per cent in February to 
1 23 .8 (base 1 980) and was 1 .8 per 
cent higher than a year earlier. 


Prime Minister opens two vocational centres 

‘Obeidat: Skilled workforce 
essential to development 


ZARQA (Petra) — The government is keen to est- 
ablish vocational training centres in all the regions of 
Jordan in order to help train skilled people in dif- 
ferent specialisations. Prime Minister Ahmad ‘Obe- 
idat said here Saturday. 


He was speaking in an interview 
with the Jordanian News Agency, 
Petra, following his inauguration 
of two vocational training centres 
at Yajouzand Al Hashemiyeh and 
an automated bakery at AJ Has- 
hemiyeh. 

Mr. 'Obeidat said that he takes 
pride in Jordanian institutions 
which promote the country's pro- 
gress. 

"The Ministry of Supply is to be 
congratulated on opening aut- 
omated bakeries around the cou- 
ntry to ensure the high quality 
bread for all." the prime minister 
said. 

Mr. ‘Obeidar underlined the 
importance of having agricultural 
training centres which, in addition 
to centres geared to other sectors, 
will complete the country's eco- 
nomic. industrial and agricultural 
development. 

The government, he said, is 
concerned with developing the 
agricultural sector in Jordan and 
in creating incentives for farmers. 
Therefore it will increasingly offer 
help to this sector in the future, the 


prime minister said. 

Mr. ‘Obeidat had opened a voc- 
ational training centre at Yajouz 
where he inspected its dep- 
■artments and facilities. 

The centre was established on a 
piece of land 17 dunums in area 
and cost JD 937.0Q0. 

The centre will accommodate 
300 trainees annually who will be 
offered theoretical and practical 
training in a variety of trades inc- 
luding the fields of airconditioning 
and refrigeration, central heating, 
carpentry, interior decoration, 
welding and car repairs. 

Mr. ‘Obeidat also inaugurated 
an automated bakery at Al Has- 
hemiyeh town and was shown 
around the various parts of the 
process. 

The bakery has a capacity of 
producing up to 6.000 loaves of 
bread per hour. 

At a special inauguration cer- 
emony. Minister of Supply Ibr- 
ahim Ayyoub made a speech in 
which he said that the government 
is concerned to ensure the con- 
tinued high quality of bread to all 


citizens at reasonable prices. 

For this reason, the government 
has built grain silos and flour mills 
and has started to run the bakeries 
that bake bread for the public, the 
minister said. 

He continued by saying that the 
ministry is in the process of ope- 
ning five automated bakeries in 
Jordan, of which one will be ina- 
ugurated on May 25, Jordan's 
Independence Day. while another 
will be opened in June. 

He added that the new bakery 
has created an extra 400 jobs. 

Later Mr. ‘Obeidat opened a 
vocational training centre at Al 
Hashemiyeh and underlined in a 
speech the need to offer Jordanian 
youth training in a choice of skills 
to help them build up the cou- 
ntry's economy. 

At the ceremony. Labour Min- 
ister Tayseer Abdul Jaber made a 
speech expressing appreciation to 
the prime minister for opening the 
projects which coincide with Jor- 
dan's celebration of the 30th ann- 
iversary of the establishment of 
the General Federation of Jor- 
danian Labour Unions. 

“Jordan takes pride in its labour 
force which constitutes the cou- 
ntry's wealth and an important 
element in strengthening ties with 
fellow Arab countries." Dr. 
Abdul Jaber said.

Hospitals, clinics in south to be 
improved, says health minister 


KARAK (Petra) — Health Min- 
ister Kama! Ajlouni Saturday vis- 
ited Al TafDa government hospital 
and was briefed by its director and 
otheT doctors on the hospital's 
needs in order to improve the sta- 
ndard of health services there. 

The minister said it was imp- 
ortant that a doctor should be on 
duty at the hospital 24 hours a day. 

At the meeting Dr. Ajlouni 
announced that an intensive care 
unit for the treatment of heart pat- 
ients will be added to the hospital 
and the emergehey wing and the 
laboratory will be enlarged. 

The Health Minister will con- 
tinue to open health clinics in var- 
ious parts of the country, esp- 
ecially areas inhabited by at least 


5.000 people. However, Dr. Ajl- 
ouni said, municipal councils have 
to provide suitable buildings for 
such clinics and. if possible, a liv- 
ing quarter for the resident doctor. 

The minister also announced 
that measures will be taken soon 
to open a mother and child care 
centre in Tafila. 

While in the Karak Gov- 
emorate. the minister toured 
Ghor AJ Safi medical centre and 
announced that new annexes will 
be added to the centre. 

The annexes, to be added early 
next month, will include uniLS for 
the treatment of children and 
women, a dentistry, a general sur- 
gery and another for the adm- 
inistering of internal medicine. 


Dr. Ajlouni said. 

He announced that a new clinic 
will be opened at Naqe' town 
which will be provided with a res- 
ident doctor. 

Dr. Ajlouni later inaugurated 
an emergency section in the Karak 
Hospital and toured its dep- 
artments inspecting the equ- 
ipment in use. 

The new section has cost JD 
1 7.000 and can offer cardiogram 
services, the treatment of bone 
fractures, and an operation the- 
atre for emergency cases. 

Earlier the minister chaired a,, 
meeting in Karak where he talked 
to doctors and nurses on a number 
of issues of concern to the Karak 
Hospital.

Badran opens exhibition

Polls don’t solve problems 

IT SHOULD be almost dear that whoever wins the presidential 
race in the U.S. in November, and whoever wins more seats in 
the Israeli Knesset in July, the result is not going to have any 
great impact on the peace process in the Middle East. This is so 
because U.S. Democrats Mondale and Hart are not the men to 
improve the chances for an even-handed American approach 
to the Palestinian problem, assuming that one or them will win 
the presidency, that is, and the other will be his vice-president 
or otherwise. Reagan is tried and will most probably have 
nothing new to offer. 

The Labour Party may well lead the next coalition gov- 
ernment in Israel. But its men are those who like to talk and 
play politics more than practise statesmanship even when there 
is a dire need for it. And it is highly unlikely that either the 
Likud or the Alignment will want to contribute much to a fair 
settlement in the Middle East, especially under circumstances 
like those prevailing in the area and outside it today. 

This is not to say that the results of elections in the U.S. and 
Israel are not important. They are. 

The question is, however, whether the new or the old rulers 
in those two countries can or will want to make the necessary 
concessions for a lasting peace that entails the restoration of the 
rights of the Palestinian people to their homeland and property 
above everything else. 

For a settlement to be reached to the Palestinian problem, 
there exist conditions: Foremost is the attainment of a power 
balance between the Arabs and Israel. This, as we are well 
aware, can be achieved by either Israel malting the necessary 
concessions for peace or the Arabs building and combining 
strength to stand up to Israel and its ambitions. Short of that, 
the interplay among even different players is doomed to pro- 
duce the same old results of deadlock and frustration that we 
see now. 

More than our friends and foes, we Arabs have to be aware 
of this equation. And instead of dissipating our energies wat- 
ching and anticipating the returns in the U.S. and Israel, we 
should be working harder to build a strong internal front that 
will be vitally needed to face whatever results reached in the 
opposite (amp, and in good time. 

We trust that the King's visit to Saudi Arabia earlier this 
week has been a step in that direction, as there is much to be 
desired from the Arab World closing ranks at this critical 
juncture.

Moscow makes Mideast gains as U.S. fails

MOSCOW — The Soviet Union is 
taking advantage of the United 
States' setbacks in the Middle East 
to re-assert its own relations and 
try to regain a pivotal role in the 
region, diplomats in Moscow bel- 
ieve. . 

Visits by three senior Soviet off- 
icials to the area in the past six 
weeks are cited as evidence of a 
new diplomatic drive and the ana- 
lysts say Moscow is benefiting 
from a political vacuum left by the 
U.S. withdrawal from Lebanon. 

“The Soviets see American cre- 
dibility in the Middle East at a low 
ebb and they evidently judge the 
time is ripe to step in themselves 
and try to regain a prominent and 
more permanent role there.” one 
Western diplomat said. 

But both Western and Arab 
analysts said Moscow would move 
cautiously, avoiding any active 
military role and refusing to be 
drawn into direct involvement in 
in ter- Arab quarrels or the Leb- 
anon crisis. 

“They are not going to do any- 
thing sudden or unexpected. The 
aim is to win trust and build an 
image as a more reliable friend of 
the Arabs than the Americans.” 
an Arab diplomat said. 

Most Kremlin observers believe 
that the foremost Soviet goal at 
present is to improve ties with 
Egypt. 

Soviet envoy Vladimir Pol- 
yakov conferred with senior Egy- 


ptian officials last week on res- 
toring full diplomatic relations 
after a break of more than two 
years and on forging closer eco- 
nomic links. 

Informed Arab sources in Mos- 
cow said agreement was reached 
to exchange ambassadors after 
next month's Egyptian elections 
but that there were still dif- 
ferences over the terms of a pro- 
posed trade accord. 

Moscow was Cairo's main ally 
until the late President Anwar 
Sadat expelled 17,000 Soviet spe- 
cialists in 1972 and the Soviet 
Union has always seen Egypt as 
the key Arab country in the Mid- 
dle East. 

“The Russians consider Egy- 
ptian support crucial to their eff- 
orts to re-establish themselves as 
an influential power in the region 
and will be hoping full diplomatic 
links will lead to closer political 
contacts." one Western diplomat 
said. 

Cairo has said that nor- 
malisation of ties with Moscow 
will not harm its relationship with 
•the United States. 

But in a move which diplomats 
say has angered Washington, 
Egyptian officials have stated rec- 
ently that the Soviet Union should 
play a major role in shaping a gen- 
eral Middle East peace set- 
tlement 

The other recent Soviet trips 
included a visit to Damascus by 
politburo member Geidar Aliyev 
and a tour of Lebanon, Syria and 
Iraq by Karen Brutems. the 


(Communist Party Central Com- 
mittee's top Middle East spe- 
cialist. 

Arab sources said Mr. Aliyev’s 
talks in Syria cemented the close 
ties between the two countries and 
ensured that Moscow will con- 
tinue tp give its full backing to Pre- 
sident Hafez Al- Assad’s policies 
on Lebanon. 

But the discussions brought 
deep disagreements to the surface 
as well. 

Mr. Aliyev tried to persuade 
Syria to restore links with Pal- 
estine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO) chief Yasser Arafat, the 
sources said. 

Mr. Assad rejected this and also 
turned down Mr. Aliyev’s sug- 
gestions that Syria should repair 
relations with Baghdad and even 
try to play a mediating role in the 
Iran- Iraq war, they added. 

Mr. Brutenfs’ tour served to 
establish Soviet interest in dev- 
elopments in Lebanon, where he 
held cordial talks with gov- 
ernment and factional leaders. 

But he also demonstrated Mos- 
cow's even- handedness by going 
to Iraq right after his talks in 
Damascus. 

After three years of strict neu- 
trality in the Gulf war between 
Iran and Iraq. Moscow has been 
tOting noticeably towards Bag- 
hdad and is reported to have res- 
umed full arms shipments. 

It has also started restoring 
trade ties and pledged earlier this 
month to build two major power 
stations in Iraq. 


“Moscow is not letting itself be 
tied down only to Syria. It wants 
good finks with as many Arab sta- 
tes as possible and is a lot farther 
along this road than it was a few 
months ago,” one Western dip- 
lomat said. 

' Analysts believe Soviet leaders 
have various motives for trying to 
gain a major role in the Middle 
East after more than a decade in 
the shadows. 

At the most simple level they 
regard h as an area of super-power 
rivahy in which Moscow has a 
right and duty to challenge U.S. 
predominance, diplomats say. 

But the Kremlin also sees the 
region as a dangerously explosive 
area close to its own borders and 
its own Muslim population and 
would prefer to exert a decisive 


influence over events there, they 
added. 

Moscow has long said its ult- 
imate aim is to bring about a Uni- 
ted Nations Middle East peace 
conference which would settle the 
disputes in the region once and for 
alL 

According to the Kremlin's vis- 
ion, the settlement, which would 
include recognition of Israel in its 
1 967 borders, would be policed by 
the United States and Soviet 
Union and thus give both powers 
an equal and permanent influence 
in the area. 

But although Moscow has made 
progress in gaining Arab rec- 
ognition of its demand for a piv- 
otal Middle Eastern role, it is still 
facing formidable obstacles. 

All attempts to approach Saudi 


Arabia into -establishing dip- 
lomatic relations have proved fru- 
itless, and diplomats said this ser- 
iously undermined Soviet efforts 
to present itself as a champion of 
Arab interests. 

They said it was also having no 
luck in persuading Cairo to sign a 
politically based co-operation 
agreement instead of a no-frills 
trade- accord, despite Cairo's pre- 
ssing need for regular supplies of 
Soviet military spare parts. 

“The Soviets are still having 
their ups and downs and are still a 
long way -be hind the Americans. 
But they are making steady pro- 
gress and are ensuring they are a 
factor which cannot be ignored in 
the Middle East," one Arab dip- 
lomat said.

Prospects for space technology in the Arab World

I. Introduction 

THE USE of satellites for com- 
munications is by now not a phe- 
nomenon. Since the creation of 
INTELSAT (International Sat- 
ellite Organisation), 1 6 years a go, 
the demand for and interest in sat- 
ellite communications has inc- 
reased drastically at the national 
and international level. This tec- 
hnology covers a wide range of 
functions, e.g. multipoint acc- 
essibility, TV capability, tel- 
ephony, telex and data tra- 
nsmission as well as highly reliable 
telecommunication coverage of 
vast distances with little mai- 
ntenance. 

Another important cha- 
racteristic is that the cost of linking 
stations is independent of dis- 
tance. In other words, contact 
over 100 or 500 miles costs the 
same. Moreover, unlike short- 
wave radio, satellite com- 
munication has perfect reception 
and can reach unlimited numbers 
of people. 

Developing countries, including 
some Arab states have been att- 
racted by satellite com- 
munications to provide them with 
independent communications 
capability. Presently, there are 
more than 17 earth stations either 
serving or being planned for the 
Arab World. They provide int- 
erfaces for telephone, telegraph, 
TV and data communications. 
Through the INTELSAT sat- 
ellites, they can com rnuoicate with 
any one of the 90 or more earth 
stations existing around the world. 
Some Ar ab S tates have not only 
joined INTELSAT but also inv- 
ested in its programme. 

Many proposals have been int- 
roduced to accelerate the dev- 
elopment of Arab countries in sci- 
entific and technical areas. These 
proposals have been generated 
from diverse sources, such as sci- 
entific gatherings, meetings of 
Arab ministers responsible for the 
application of science and tec- 
hnology to development and 
UNESCO conferences to harness 
science and technology to meet 
Arab needs. The ARABSAT pro- 
ject is part of these scientific end- 
eavours. 

The significance of Arab att- 
empts to expand their technology 
base into the field of com- 
munication satellites could be 
exemplified by development plans 
of Arab oil states that have few' 
parallels in this century. The Arab 
World provides the opportunity to 
explore how a developing region 
which does not have to strive for 
capita] formation functions. This, 
as is well known, is quite different 
from most other developing cou- 
ntries. The Arabian Gulf states, 
e.g. Saudi Arabia and Kuwait, are 
investing huge capital in scientific 
development. Saudi Arabia alone 
allocated almost 15 per cent of its 
1975-R0 development plan bud- 
get for self-reliance in science and 
technology. 

More recently. Saudi Arabia 
also hosted conferences on Islamic 
science which were intended to 
provide a different and alternate 
concept to Western science. By 
this, the Saudis mean to assert Isl- 
amic values and traditions where 
possible in the conduct of science. 

The foregoing efforts clearly 
accorded a major role to tec- 
hnology and modem space com- 
munications. Science Arab cou- 


ntries do not, at present, have the 
technological capability needed 
for the installation and operation 
of their own satellite system the 
emphasis is upon the transfer of 
relevent technologies from the 
Western world. The long-term 
gpal is to shift operation and con-, 
troi of their spage programme to 
Arab nationals. 1. Abdul-Fattah, 
former director of the Arab Space 
Programme, expressed Arab obj- 
ectives: “We want to run the sys- 
tem entirely by Arab people after 
the first six months... Arab tec- 
hnology is not lacking, now we- 
wanf'to enter the field of space 
technology". There are three not- 
eworthy points about this sta- 
tement: 

1- It stresses the need, initially, 
to import space technology. 

2- It affirms the development 
and expansion of the indigenous 
technology capability. 

3- Finally, it aims at having full 
Arab control over the system and 
decreasing dependency on Wes- 
tern know-how. 

Bearing in mind the degree of 
sophistication of space technology 
these objectives are not easily 
accomplished in a society that has 
not reached the 'critical mass' in 
science. 

ARABSAT s primary objective 
is to establish direct links among 
all Arab states and two provide 
the region with educational, cul- 
tural, and, above all, dev- 
elopmental services. The purpose 
of this paper is to investigate whe- 
ther the Arabs have the will and 
the capability to enter the Space 
Technology Programme. Will the 
acquisition of Satellite Com- 
munications Technology lead to 
more Western cultural and tec- 
hnical dominance, or help to dec- 
rease the dependence of Arab sta- 
tes? 

The paper will attempt to exp- 
lain the underlying assumptions 
and pre-requisites for scientific 
and technological development, 
as relates to communications sat- 
ellites in Arab countries. Adm- 
inistrative and environmental 
impediments which contribute to 
hinder the use of available sources 
are explained. It seems that in 
order for the Arabs to have a suc- 
cessful space capability, they must 
develop their indigenous scientific 
and technological status. 

Having stated the problem, an 
analytical frame-work is needed 
to discuss the requirements for an 
efficient scientific and tec- 
hnological infrastructure. 

The analytical frame-work 

Without going into a detailed 
discussion of the meanings of the 
terms science and technology, it is 
sufficient to mention that science 
aims primarily at a systematic 
understanding of the law s of nat- 
ure; while technology’s modus 
operand! is utilitarian and is con- 
cerned with the improvement of 
the socio-economic conditions of 
man. While both science and tec- 
hnology have their own norms and 
channels of communications, in 
most cases, science and tec- 
hnology are interdependent and 
one cannot grow without the 
other. Moreover, access to sci- 
entific information is considered 
free, while access to technological 
information is limited, since tec- 
hnology is treated as a commodity. 


The concept of transfer of tec- 
hnology can be defined as “a 
commercial operation by means of 
which technological elements 
under various forms are exc- 
hanged". 

It is imperative to note that the 
success of a given technology will 
depend on the prevailing con- 
ditions of the recipient country. 
Effective use of technology req- 
uires an answer to the following 
questions: What do we need the 
technology transfer for, and who 
are its beneficiaries? Who will pay 
for the social, economic and cul- 
tural costs of the transfer? While 
each technology has been dev- 
eloped under certain env- 
ironmental setting, the technology 
exported is. in most cases, not. 
appropriate to the needs of the 
importing country. Therefore an 
effective application of tec- 
hnology transfer requires that rec- 
ipients know their local conditions 
as well as the pre-determination to 
keep up with the stream of tec- 
hnology. More importantly, does 
the developing counrry' s ability to 
acquire and build an independent 
technolocial capability meet their 
domestic needs and generate their 
own innovations. Such an ori- 
entation demands that developing 
countries, including Arab states, 
acquire scientific capability. 

While there is universal agr- 
eement on the importance of mis- 
sion oriented science to dev- 
elopment, non-mission oriented 
or fondamental research has been 
questioned. In short, the majority 
argue for fostering indigenous 
-fundamental research and adv- 
anced education in the less dev- 
eloped countries. This view is held 
by the U.N. and UNESCO. Some 
of the arguments in favour of this 
position can be advanced as fol- 
lows: 

First, pure science could det- 
ermine the quality of applied res- 
earch in a given country since, iu 
many cases, what is basic today 
will be applied tomorrow. The 
emphasis here is on research that 
could improve the future utility of 
space technology in the Arab 
World, and to have com- 
munication satellites adapted to 
the regional environment. 

Second, scientific institutions 
that are not active in a front res- 
earch of their field could end up 
with obsolete results. 

Third, the scientific community 
could provide a better equipped 
scientific planner and adm- 
inistrator to build scientific bases 
in developing regions. 


new services introduced by sat- 
ellite technology should not be 
overlooked. 

While the institutionalisation of 
science and technology is another 
important step in the development 
of an indigenous scientific and 
technological capability, most 
developing countries. Including 
the Arab states failed to achieve 
success due to the difficulties ass- 
ociated with this process. J. Ben- 
David argued that the ins- 
titutionalisation of science tec- 
hnology occurs when newly erae- 
■' rged rolesbecome acceptedbythe" 
■ society “as an important social 
function valued for its own sake 
and the existence of norms that 
regulate conduct in the given field 
of activity in a manner consistent 
with the realisation of its aims and 
.autonomy from other activity”, h 
further “implied the recognition 
of exact and empirical research as 
a method of inquiry that leads to 
the discovery of important new 
knowledge. Such knowledge is 
distinct and independent of other- 
ways of acquiring knowledge such 
as tradition, speculation or rev- 
elation”. Such a statement elicits 
the fact that for this new role to 
grow, it needs the support of the 
local surroundings and as such 
must gain legitimacy. 

Institutionalisation of science 
and technology requires that rec- 
epients should develop basic cha- 
racteristics such as rational met- 
hods and analytical habits of tho- 
ught in order to accommodate the 
impact of technological dev- 
elopment. 

As space technology is just an 
advanced form of terrestrial tec- 
hniques, and no definition has yet 
been introduced to describe this 
technology, it is important to men- 
tion some of its features: 

1- Space technology, including 
communications satellites is an' 
important segment of modern sci- 
ence and technology which is hig- 
hly expensive and sophisticated. 

2- It consists of three main 
components: space and earth 
segments as well as launching req- 
uirements. 

3- The application of this tec- 
hnology could be for peaceful or 
military purposes. 

The successful launching of 
Sputnik I, the first artificial sat- 
ellite, by the USSR represents a 
new era of space communications. 
Since that time a great number of 
satellites launched by the sup- 
erpowers have crowded space for 
scientific and application pur- 
poses. While the potential app-

Technology cannot be tra- 
nsferred successfully without the 
readiness and willingness of the 
recipient society to adapt it. This 
.adaptation process is to be und- 
ertaken by the recipient country 
which is to modify the existing 
technology to meet local needs. 
Moreover, the potential to acc- 
ommodate technological change is 
mainly limited by cultural factors. 

Technology transfer causes tra- 
nsformation of society. The Indian 
experience in satellite com- 
munication technology is an exa- 
mple of how to adapt this new ser- 
vice to the Traditional needs of soc- 
iety. The human elements in this 
process and their reaction to the 


vide great advantages over, tec- 
hnical methods, these applications 
have benefited mostly the highly 
developed countries. Its cost and 
complexity and the fact that only a 
few industrial states can build sat- 
ellites and only two, the Soviet 
Union and the USA, can launch 
them, makes their use for the 
Third World a questionable one. ' 
Despite this statement, it seems 
that communication satellites can 
become appropriate to serve edu- 
cate anal, health and ind- 
ustrialisation objectives of the 
developing countries. But the 
question is how Is the “app- 
ropriate’' technology to be tra- 
nsferred? In terms of the cost £ac- . 
tor, sate Hites can not com pete with 
short-range cable or microwave 
systems for short distance com- 


munications. It may gain cre- 
dibility on the basis of the solution 
of a real problem like establishing 
contact across a region or country 
with natural barriers, e.g. desert, 
mountains or large bodies of 
water. Satellite communications 
can, also, provide a reliable int- 
ernal communication service for 
the region, such as the Arab 
World, where no telephone ser- 
vice and micro-wave installations 
exist in its member states. The 
main issues involved are, inter 
alia, the cost-effectiveness of the 
space technology -and^priority of 
essential needs. An aspiration of 
the Arab World for world power 
status and a desire to enter space 
age technology are weak jud- 
gements for embarking on such a 
highly costly programme. 

To cite Mr. Abdul -Fatcab’s ass- 
ertion. “Arab Space Programme 
will be run on a commercial basis, 
and the Arab governments' con- 
tribution to the project will earn 
15 per cent on their investments in 
four years”. Clearly, this dec- 
laration resembles a car salesman 
approach, in North-Araerica, the 
car will pay for itself in duetime 
and -no need for down payment. 

This does not mean that Arabs 
as a group cannot support and fin- 
ance a space technology pro- 
gramme, but some Arab states of 
meagre financial resources, like 
Jordan or South Yemen cannot 
afford such' an- economic enc- 
umbrance if the financial fea- 
sibility of the project is not car- 
efully examined for each ind- 
ividual Arab country. 

It may be also assumed that the 
results of the space programme 
could be enjoyed without taking a 
part in developing it.it is possible 
to purchase the complete package 
of communications equipment in 
collaboration with multinational 
corporations including trained 
staff. This simplistic assumption 
that money can buy any needed 
piece of technology is a false one. 
After aU, a satellite is just a relay 
station in the sky, it is nof a new 
mode of processing information. 
There, the emphasis should be on 
a well planned, dedicated and det- 
ermined effort to develop a local 
infrastructure and skills in science 
and technology. 

. Arab Corporation for Space 
Communication (ARABSAT) 

After several years of pre- 
paration, an agreement on the 
creation of space communications 
was signed among a group of Arab 
countries on April 14, 1976: Its 
primary object was to broadcast 
radio and TV programmes, to ext- 
end educational facilities and 
above ail to provide development, 
and integration to the Arab 
World. 

The agreement on the new 
Arab space co rh m unications has 
been made in response to a felt 
need on the part of the Arab states 
to harness satellite technology for 
educational, cultural and dev- 
elopmental ends. 

The Arab region's vast territory 
— about 5500' kilometres of sand 
separate Morocco in the north, 
from Saudi Arabia In the souths—. . 
one common, language and ret- 
igion and more than 70 percent of 
the' population are illiterate, die-:- 
tated special attention for an eff- 
ective- regional communications 
system. . . 


Since the late 1967. the Arab 
World has been discussing plans to 
have its own communications sat- 
ellite. Arab ministers of inf- 
ormation meeting in Tunisia, ini- 
tiated the first study on the sub- 
ject. On the basis of this study, the 
Arab League approved the int- 
roduction of the new service to the 
area. In 1972, the Arab League 
and the Arab Broadcasting Suites 
Union (ABSU) asked UNESCO 
to conduct a study on the pos- 
sibilities and objectives that exi- 
sted in the Arab World for a sat- 
'fcllit© communications system 
• based on regional co-operation. 
Thus, the efforts of the ABSU and 
the meeting of the first Arab con- 
ference on space communications 
which was held in Amman in 1 972 
worked out specifications for a 
satellite communications system. 

The broad objective of ARA- 
BSAT had been to employ sat- 
ellites to meet Arab’s com- 
munications, cultural and edu- 
cational needs, and to fulfil the 
objectives of the Arab League 
Charter, in addition to setting a 
regional space system for general 
and specialised services in tel- 
ecommunications for its members. 

Article three par. two (c) and 
(d) of the ARABSAT agreement 
calls for financial and technical 
assistance to Arab countries in 
designing and constructing ground 
stations as well as in conducting 
research with regards to space sci- 
ence and technology. 

The capital of ARABSAT con- 
sists of S100 million divided into 
1,000 shares and each share val- 
ued at $10,000. 

It is important to note that the 
decision to create ARABSAT was 
a success for the forces that fav- 
oured a closer tie among the Arab 
states by using modern satellite 
technology to bring the region 
more independence. This political 
role of the ARABSAT was man- 
ifested in the preliminary inv- 
estigation conducted by UNE- 
SCO when the Arab decided to 
relinquish the idea of using INT- 
ELSAT, INTERSPUTNIK or 
European satellites and favoured 
an exclusively Arab satellite. 

Since the signing of the agr- 
eement, ARABSAT proceeded to 
outline the component of the first 
satellite of the system. It foresaw 
two geostationary satellites, to be 
launched in about 19R2 at 25,000 
miles over Zaire. 

ARABSAT iis stiff receiving 
bids from a number of consulting 
firms, but it is expected that 
COMSAT General of the U.S.. a 
subsidiary of the COMSAT 
(Communications Satellite Cor- 
poration) will provide the initial, 
technical assistance for the ins-

ablish regional satellite systems, 
declaring that the satellite ser- 
vices should be constructed -only 
on a global level arid that regional 
systems would be contrary to the 
objectives of a global tel- 
ecommunications, systems. How- 
ever, the U.S. stand softened con- 
siderably after France, joined by 
other European stales, provided a 
draft resolution where member 
states undertook to refrain from 
using such regional facilities that 
would prejudice the INTELSAT 
system. Thus, a regional system is 
permissible and INTELSAT app- 
roved ARABSAT. 

Another international factor 
that can be mentioned is that Arab 
satellites need to be assigned a 
frequency in the radio spectrum 
allocated for space com- 
munication, and an orbit position 
in the geostationary orbit. The 
International Telecommunication 
Union (ITU) is primarily res- 
ponsible to co-ordinate among 
states for the position and the spe- 
ctrum. which are both considered 
to be limited resources and must 
be shared with other users of 
space. Thus, ft is important for the 
Arabs to comply with the co- 
ordination policy of the ITU. 

While the potential of using 
space for the emission and com- 
munication of educational and 
cultural materials is limited due to 
Arab inferior technological cap- 
ability. this may lead to a situation 
where Arabs were mere passive 
users of foreign programmes, and 
would not help them to preserve 
their traditional identity. 

Finally, keeping in mind, that 
satellite communication does not 
recognise political boundaries, 
and the area of coverage of sat- 
ellite transmission will include Isr- 
ael. the possibility that Israel may 
attempt to jam this transmission 
and even to control the satellite 
cannot be ruled out. This warning 
is not exhaustive and aims to emp- 
hasise the needs for a more secure 
and non-susccptible to foreign 
interference satellite. 

Pre-requisites for space 
technology 

The necessary conditions to 
create a satellite communication 
technology should observe inter 
alia the following measures. None 
of these pre-requisites have been 
met in Arab countries. 

A. Educational and cultural 
objectives that are sought from 
using satellites should be in har-.- 
mony with the overall educational 
and cultural policy objectives of 
development plans on the national 
level. 

B. There must be science and 
technology guiding principles. 
The recently established Arab 
Centre for the Transfer and Dev- 
elopment of Technology could be 
a stan in the right direction. 

C. A well thought out mec- 


hanism is needed- to - determine 
manpower requirements and 
needs. 

D. Pilot projects should be ini- 
tiated on the use of space tec- 
hnology to demonstrate the future 
potential of the technology. This 
can be done by hiring an INT- 
ELSAT circuit to transmit for 
example educational, cuhural or 
religious materials between uni- 
versities in the Arab World. 

E. The Arab's decision to est- 
ablish their communication sat- 
ellite should be primarily based on 
purely developmental objectives 
and not merely on prestigious and 
power reasons. 

Those observations dem- 
onstrate that without actual par- 
ticipation in ihe space technology 
revolution. Arab states or dev- 
eloping countries cannot harness 
technology to their needs. 

Having mentioned the main 
features of ARABSAT, the dis- 
cussion that follows will quantify 
the scientific and technical efforts 
of the Arab states. Only recently 
have Arab states recognised the 
need of taking stock of their sci- 
ence and technology manpower. 
As mentioned, Arab ministers 
responsible for the science and 
technology conference which met 
in Morocco in 1976, collected for 
the first time reasonable ind- 
icators on Arab efforts in science 
and technology. However the sci- 
ence and technology component 
that related directly to space act- 
ivity "such as the number of ele- 
ctrical and communications eng- 
ineers and technicians was not 
specifically identified or isolated 
from the total stock. Despite this 
limitation, an overall analysis of 
science and technology indicators, 
may represent the general trend in 
Arab engineering efforts, esp- 
ecially when there is no evidence 
to support that either electrical or 
communication engineers are 
more advanced than others in any 
other branch of science in the 
Arab World. 

Present science and technology 
indicators 

A- Planning of science: 

No Arab state has yet spo- 
nsored an official proclamation of 
a national science policy. How- 
ever. there are many official dev- 
elopment plans with elaborate 
discussions, on science and tec- 
hnology and the advantages of 
building a modern state based on 
science. 

Most Arab constitutions and 
various statements from heads of 
state, -prime ministers and . par- 
liamentary committees referred to 
science in one way or the other. A 
mechanism to translate these sta- 
tements on the role of science and 
technology into policy is needed. 
The UNESCO director general 
indicated in opening the 1976 
Arab minister^ conference on 
application of science and tec- 
hnology said: “Tn many Arab sta- 
tes it appears that the gov- 


ernmental structures and mec- 
hanisms which are necessary for 
defining and applying a . science 
and technology policy are still lac- 
king.” 

Moreover, only five Arab.states 
(Egypt, Iraq, Jordan, Sudan and 
Syria) have established space 
committees along the lines sug- 
gested by the Amman Conference 
on space communications. 

The creation of mechanisms is 
□o guarantee that appropriate pol- 
icies will be developed. Egypt has 
attempted very consciously to 
harness science for development. 
It started with the creation of the 
National Research Council in 
194R; the Science Council in 
1956: the Ministry of Scientific 
Research in 1961. In 1965 this 
ministry was superseded by the 
Supreme Council for Scientific 
Research. Then, a year later, the 
ministry was re-established; the 
Academy of Scientific Research 
and Technology followed in 1 971 ; 
and the Ministry of Scientific Res- 
earch and Atomic Energy in 1975. 
All these changes in the national 
policy-making bodies indicate the 
unsuccessful efforts to establish a 
viable policy. 

Most recently, it was indicated 
that there was no good co- 
ordination between the declared 
priorities of the Egyptian Aca- 
demy of Scientific Research and 
Technology and the activities of its 
committees. In 1977. the Aca- 
demy had 17 research councils 
and 97 subject committees with 
more than 1300 members for pla- 
nning and managing its pro- 
grammes. Of the 97 committees 
only a third held one or more mee- 
tings attended by 30 per cent of 
their members and 53 per cent 
held no meeting. Moreover, only 
5.64 per cent of 1977 fund all- 
ocation were committed to pro- 
jects of urgent solution. The sit- 
uation in other Arab countries, 
including oil exporting states, is no 
different. 

One should add that the fre- 
quent changes in regular gov- 
ernment positions, civil wars and 
border dashes have had their 
impact on the scientific efforts of 
the area. A. Zahlan indicated that 
the first year of the civil war in 
Lebanon reduced the scientific 
productivity there by 42 per cent. 

The above aspects of ins- 
titutional instability and lack of 
coherent science policy cannot 
help the Arab World to undertake 
a sophisticated technology like 
space communications satellite. 

Quite apart from science pla- 
nning, the implementation and 
management of projects is ano- 
ther question. Many Arab dev-, 
eiopment plans have not been 
implemented because of the com- 
plicated process involved between 
the planners and the scientific 
community. 

B — Availability of scientific man- 
power: 

and R and D expenditure 

In science and technology the 


weakness of Arab states is exe- 
mplified when compared with 
other regions of the world. In the 
Arab World the ratio of scientists 
and engineers per 100,000 is K00; 
in Latin America 1.000; in dev- 
eloped countries 2R75, in Africa 
R0. These figures show that the 
Arab ratios are far below those of 
developed countries and of Latin 
America. 

As in the case of manpower 
data, expenditure for scientific 
development does not reflect the 
actual financial commitment to 
science, should military spending 
on science and technology be inc- 
luded in the country’s Research 
and Development (R and D) act- 
ivities. 

In addition, the statistical data, 
are often unreliable and in most 
cases separate R and D Activities 
do not exist. However, the U.N. 
recommends that 1 per cent of a 
country's GNP be allocated for 
science and technology dev- 
elopment including 0.5 per cent 
for R and D. The actual level of 
expenditure on Rand D within the 
Arab World is below of 0.5 per 
cent of their GNP Egypt is spe- 
nding 0.3 per cent, other Arab 
States are spending almost neg- 
ligible amounts. 

Arab States expenditure on R 
and D per year and per capita is 
roughly $2. In this respect, A. 
Zahlan, expressed his doubt “that 
apart from a few of the oil- 
producing countries, the exp- 
enditure on R and D in 1 979 was 
equal to what it had been in 1965 
in terms of the constant value of 
money.” He added that the" Arab 
scientific output on a per capita 
basis is roughly 0.5 per cent of that 
of an advanced country and 1 per 
cent that of Israel”. 

It is important to note that Mr. 
Zahlan's figures on Arab scientific 
efforts are applicable to a year 
(1979) falling in the aftermath of 
remarkable increase in oil pricing 
and. consequantly. large growth in 
GNP. 

Looking at the scientific pro- 
ductivity of the Arab World, esp- 
ecially the number of scientific 
authors per country. Egypt has the 
lead. It has 293 writers and ranks 
23rd in the world; Lebanon is 38th 
with 58; Iraq 49th with 32, other 
Arab countries rank very low. The 
publication indicators of the Arab 
states is also another measure of 
individual Arab states scientific 
output. Again Egypt produced 
720 scientific papers, Lebanon 
127. Iraq 53. Algeria 43. Tunisia- 
23. Morocco 1 8. Saudi Arabia 1 6, 
Jordan and Kuwait 1 5. Libya nine 
and Syria two. As a matter of 
comparison Israel alone produced. 
2703 papers. Under these poor 
conditions, again Mr. Zahlan est- 
imated that the average output of 
an Arab scientist measured in sci- 
entific publications is less than 10 
per cent of his counterparts els- 
ewhere. 

One may therefore conclude 
that such poor scientific and tec- 
hnical activities in the Arab World 
have serious implications on any 


efforts that seek self-reliance in 
science and technology and pur- 
sue important space technological 
objectives. 

C-Engineering education: 

The paradox of developing 
space technology or any tec- 
hnology in the Arab World is the 
real shortage of trained ind- 
igenous engineers and technicians 
that Arab petro-dollar cannot 
purchase. The problem is further 
accentuated by the fact that the 
telecommunications technology 
moved so fast that even a highly 
trained engineer or technician 
finds it virtually impossible to 
keep pace with all the technical 
advances taking place within his 
speciality, not to speak of the ext- 
remely complex satellites tec- 
hnology. 

All Arab countries are aware of 
the problem and some efforts are 
being made to invest in education 
and training human resources at 
all levels including tel- 
ecommunication staff. In add- 
ition, many .new tel- 
ecommunications training centres, 
have been established in many 
parts of ihe Arab World to acc- 
ommodate the communications 
needs of the region. 

As far as engineering education 
is concerned, a fundamental cha- 
nge during the past three decades 
has taken place. There are over 34 
colleges and universities that grant 
degrees in engineering in the Arab 
World today. While most of them 
were founded after World War II, 
the oldest school of engineering 
was established by the Jesuits in 
Beirut in 1913. It was followed by 
national engineering schools in 
most parts of the Arab region. 

Some of the old engineering 
schools have outmoded curricula 
and seem to need immediate rev- 
ision. This is due primarily to lack 
of adequate university funds in 
non oil-exponing Arab states like 
Egypt. Many of the newly est- 
ablished engineering schools sta- 
rted with an entirely foreign fac- 
ulty as a mere copy of the Western 
system of education that are ill- 
adapted to the immediate, social, 
economic and cultural needs of 
the Arab region. 

li is only recently that some eff- 
orts have been made in Arab cou- 
ntries. under the guidance of the 
Arab League Educational. Cul- 
tural and Scientific Organisation 
(ALECSO). to tailor the edu- 
cational system to the local needs. 

Students enrollments in eng- 
ineering have been growing at an 
exponential rate since the end of 
World War II. The total enrJ-b.ilThe policy of Arab countries, 
oilmen! reached 43 JlOO eogf* especially the oil-producing ones 


staff; 2-low job security; 3-lack of 
modern equipment to help stu- 
dents understand certain devices 
or concepts; 4-ill-equipped lib- 
raries and 5- lack of textbooks. 

One should emphasise that the 
inadequate secondary system of 
education has its impact on the 
promotion of university eng- 
ineering training. A major feature 
of secondary education is the bias 
against technical training. In Jor- 
dan. Iraq. Kuwait. Syria and 
Yemen around 3.6 per cent of 
secondary students attended voc- 
ational schools in 1970. For other 
parts of the region, it is around 1.5 
per cent. Egypt is one exception. 
19 per cent of secondary school 
students attended technical tra- 
ining. 

The overal enrollment in tec- 
hnical schools at the secondary 
level amounted to 350,000 stu- 
dents or 3200 students per million 
population. This ratio is lower 
than Taiwan: 11140 and higher 
than India: 920. or Iran: 720. 

One may therfore conclude that 
technical education has lacked 
proper support in the Arab region. 

From the prospective of social 
environment and public altitude 
towards scientifc education, the 
Kuwait report submitted to UNE- 
SCO represents an excellent view 
on this situation. 

"Training of scientists and eng- 
ineers has been mostly an optional 
process left to the whims and des- 
ires of the new generation. There 
are no incentives. Those who go to 
science and technology are often 
not trained properly. They are not 
immersed and soaked in the spirit 
of science. Hence they become 
scientific information receptacles. 
Very few of them assimilate sci- 
ence and become infused with the 
scientific spirit. There is also very 
little scientific aLraosphere in the 
society at large. This scientific 
atmosphere is vital for scientific 
research and progress." 

Clearly, this state of affairs can- 
not help science and technology to 
be instituted. Institutionalisation 
of science demands social tra- 
nsformation and different out- 
looks to the function of research 
and development. It is important 
for example, to see whether sci- 
entific imperatives will change 
traditional Islamic views of the 
role of women in society as there is 
at present, a crucial shortage of 
trained manpower. The field of 
communications can offer an int- 
eresting profession to women, 
thus, personnel shortages could be 
alleviated especially in Saudi Ara- 
bia.

Debate on amateur boxers safety enters world ring

NEW YORK (AP) — The young 
fighter smashes his gloved fist into 
the face of his opponent: The 
other collapses, stunned, in a 
spray of sweat and blood, as the 
crowd roars. 

In that dramatic moment, a 
scene that has been repeated thr- 
oughout the ages and throughout 
the world, boxing fans see the per- 
fect punch, the ultimate triumph 
of form and conditioning and 
manhood. 

But the sport’s detractors see 
the blood and brutality. 

Those differences now are 
being played out in the global 
arena, pitting groups of doctors 
against amateur boxing officials in 
what is becoming a super-charged 
emotional challenge match. 


The doctors, deploring the 
morality of a sport in which a par- 
ticipant aims to knock out his 
oppoent and concerned about the 
repeated head blows that can 
leave veteran fighters “punch- 
drunk,” call boxing “legalised 
brain damage” and want it banned 
on all levels, including amateur. 

On the other side, one finds the 
devotees and ringside phi- 
losophers who describe boxing — 
in the words of Hugh McUvanney, 
columnist for London’s The Obs- 
erver" — as “the hardest of sports 
(which).... offers in its best mom- 
ents a thrill as pure and basic as a 
heartbeat.” 

In one of the latest rounds, the 
World Medical Association 
(WMA), a France-based group of 
doctors from 39 countries, issued 
a formal recommendation that 
boxing be banned, echoing similar 
positions by the American and 
British Medical Associations. 


ociatioos, rallying around the dea- 
ths of fighters such as Johnny. 
Owen (Wales) and Duk Koo Kim 
(South Korea), could result in 
more outside regulation. 

This has particularly angered 
amateur boxing officials, who ins- 
ist they already regulate their 
sport better than the professionals

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Dollar retreats in W. Germany 


FRANKFURT (R) — Une- 
xpected news that the American- 
trade deficit was still rising took 
some of the steam out of early 
gains made by the dollar Friday. 

The dollar opened at 2.7020 
marks and peaked at 2.7085, its 
highest level for two months. But 
the announcement of a record 
$10.26 billion trade deficit in 
America led to a flurry of selling 
with a low - in the afternoon of 
2.6880. 

Late quotes were at 2.6905 
marks, more than one pfennig 
below the opening. 

Market dealers said the deficit 
had been expected to be narrower 
rather than larger than February's * 
previous record level of $10.09 
billion. Market analysts said the 
new record deficit countered rec- 
ent optimistic economic ind- 
icators, prompting dealers to sell 
dollars. 

Market operators predicted, 
however, that high American int- 
erest rates and threatened strikes 
in West Germany over a demand 
for a 35-hour working week sho- 


uld prevent the dollar from falling 
much further. 

Currency dealers said the fear, 
of industrial disruption combined 
with worries over rising U.S. int- 
erest rates, sapped investor con- 
fidence in the mark and in Ger- 
man shares. 

The Commerzbank index clo- 
sed Friday at 1.032.8. a six per 
cent retreat from the record high 
of 1.096.4 in February. 

One dealer said: “Until it is 
clear whether strikes will go ahead 
or not. no-one wants to have mark 
securitiesor marks... It looks like a 
one-way street for the dollar.’* 

The powerful IG Metafl union, 
representing 2.5 million workers 
in the metal and engineering sec- 
tor, has spearheaded the cam- 
paign for a cut in the working 
week from 40 hours.

IMF team to visit Argentina 


BUENOS AIRES (R) — An Int- 
ernational Monetary Fund (IMF) 
team is expected to visit Arge ntina 
in two weeks, hoping to find the 
government ready to sign an IMF 
letter of intent, banking sources 
said Friday. 

While negotiations appeared to 
have advanced. President Raul 
Atfonsin's government had still 
not given a dear signal that it was 
willing to go ahead with the pol- 
itically controversial IMF agr- 
eement. they said. 

Economic sources said Mr. Alf- 
onsin’s speech to congress, which 
opens its regular session on Tue- 
sday, was expected to define the 
six-month old governments eco- 
nomic policies.

Argentina's creditors have blo- 
cked the disbursement of $1 bil- 
lion from a medium-term loan and 
the rescheduling of the nation's 
$434$ billion foreign debt pending 
the signing of Lhe agreement. 

Mr. Alfonsin, who took power 
last December ending eight years 
of military rule, has repeatedly 
promised that Argentina will meet 
Its debt obligations. 

But he has been just as insistent 
in saying the nation will not use 
recessionary policies, like those 


required by the IMF, to pay its 
debt. 

Economy Minister Bernardo 
Grinspun said earlier this week 
Argentina was very dose to sig- 
ning but he could not say when the 
agreement might be reached. 

The head of the Peronist opp- 
osition in the senate, Mr. Vicente 
Saadi said Friday the senate Per- 
onists would try to have Mr. Gri- 
nspun summoned to congress to 
report on his dealings with the 
IMF. 

Mr. Saadi said Peronist senators 
would back a resolution to remind 
the executive power that congress 
had the final say in all agreements 
it might reach with foreign cre- 
ditors on the debt. 


Polish, Western bankers 
hail debt agreement 


WARSAW (R) — Western and 
Polish bankers said Friday that an 
agreement to reschedule $ 1 .9 bil- 
lion of Polish commercial debt 
marked a major step in joint 
moves _to .restore . Poland's eco- 
□omy to health. 

The accord was reached Thu- 
rsday after two days of talks bet- 
ween Polish officials and rep- 
resentatives of more than 500 
Western banks in Warsaw. 

It delays repayment of all Pol- 
and’s commercial obligations fal- 
ling due before the end of 1987 
and completes the rescheduling of 
its medium-term debt. 

“ It’s good for Poland as weD as 
for us because it clears up the debt 
picture considerably.” said one 


Western banker. 

“It means that the problems 
with the commercial banks are 
solved because the agreement 
takes in all the maturing debt of 
.1984, 1985, 1986 andJ987.” a 
'senior Polish banker said. ‘ 

Poland's total foreign debt of 
more than $28 billion is made up 
of roughly $17 bBIton owed to 
Western governments. $ 1 0 billion 
owed to banks and at least $1 bil- 
lion owed to the Soviet Union. 

In contrast to three res- 
cheduling agreements signed by 
Poland and the banks in 1981, 
1982 and 1983. the latest deal 
covers not just one but four years’ 
maturing debt.

Jobless rate 
falls sharply 
in Britain 

LONDON (R) — Unemployment 
in Britain fell this month by 
35,000 — the biggest drop in 
April since 1979. 

The decrease reversed four 
months^of risingjunejaployment; 
the government reported Friday. 
The total number of jobless was 
3,107,682, representing 13 per 
cent of the workforce. 

Employment Secretary Tom 
King hailed the fall as “a modest 
but welcome check to.the upward 
run of figures so far this year." 

The figures were more in line 
with the emerging picture of a str- 
engthening economy, he said. 
There were 200,000 more people 
in work in the last nine months of 
1983. confirming that new jobs 
were being created. 

"Companies are responding to 
the better business climate," he 
added. 

Sir Terence Beckett, director- 
general of the Confederation of! 
British Industry (CBI), said the( 
drop in unemployment was a wel- 
come spring tonic. 


Pravda criticises Soviet agricultural inefficiency 


MOSCOW (R) — The Soviet daily Pravda said Sat- 
urday Kremlin attempts to revive agriculture thr- 
ough higher investment had been a complete failure 
in one of the country’s main farming regions. 

A detailed commentary in the 
Communist Party daily was dir- 
ected at the Ivanovsk region east 
of Moscow). but the space devoted 
to the article indicated that Iva- 
novsk was being used as an exa- 
mple of a widespread problem. 

Over the past four years the 
Soviet leadership has tried to 
combat decline and stagnation in 
agricultural output by increasing 
investment in state and collective 
farms. 

Pravda said in Ivanovsk the res- 
ults had been practically zero. 

Output of grain and potatoes 
had declined and the figures for 


other branches, including liv- 
estock. had shown almost ins- 
ignificant improvements, h said. 

The daily did not question the 
wisdom of the Kremlin policy, but 
said it was being applied badly at 
regional level. 

Higher investments were being 
used oy farm chiefs to secure an 
easier life, it complained. 

Instead of using the new funds 
to boost their output, they had 
come to rely on state handouts to 
make ends meet and often cut 
back the scope of their work, it 
continued. 

Pravda laid the blame for the 


situation in Ivanovsk largely on 
the regional Communist Party 
chiefs. 

It said it was their duty to enf- 
orce higher output and keep a 
dose watch on the farm chiefs. 

The Soviet press has frequently 
complained that higher inv- 
estments were being misused on 
state farms ail over the country, 
but the Pravda article was the first 
to give a detailed breakdown of 
how the policy had failed to work. 

It indicated that the Kremlin 
would maintain its present course 
but put increased pressure on reg- 
ional leaders to make it work more 
effectively. 

Pravda said average state inv- 
estments in farms in Ivanovsk 
were not double the level of 10 
years ago. but output per far 


U.S. trade deficit worsens 


WASHINGTON (R) — The U.S. 
merchandise trade deficit wor- 
sened in March to a record $10.3 
billion, the Commerce Dep- 
artment said Friday — the third 
straight month that the deficit has 
reached a new high. 

An increase in exports was not 
enough to compensate for the 
flood of imported goods that ent- 
ered the country last month. 

Rapid economic growth in the 
United States together with the 
cheapness of foreign goods due to 
the strong dollar has created a 
huge appetite for all sorts of imp- 
orted merchandise ranging from 
raw materials to manufactured 
goods. 

The Reagan administration 
predicts the trade deficit could hit 
$110 billion this year, up from the 


record $69.4 billion shortfall reg- 
istered in 1983. 

But Commerce Secretary Mal- 
colm Baidrige held out some hope 
for improvement in the trade bal- 
ance as the year goes on. 

“Faster economic growth 
among our trading partners sho- 
uld limit further widening of the 
.U.S. trade gap And may help to 
bring some improvement by the 
end of this year.” he said in a sta- 
tement. 

But for now the trade picture 
remains clouded. 

Economists said a stubbornly 
strong dollar, being held firm by 
high American interest rates, is 
likely to bring less expensive imp- 
orts into the United States and res- 
train exports. 

However, although the strong 


. dollar makes it more expensive to 
buy U.S. goods abroad, exports 
rose three per cent in March to 
' $17.7 billion. 

Last month’s record trade sho- 
1 rtfall pushed the deficit for the 
first quarter of this year to abouL 
$30 billion, close to triple the level 
of the same period of 1983. 

The deficits in the first two 
months of 1984 amounted to 
$10.1 billion and $9.5 billion, res- 
pectively. 

In March, big incoming shi- 
pments of oil and other items con- 
tributed to the record monthly 
import volume. 

Imports totalled nearly $28 bil- 
lion last month, up from $27.3 bil- 
lion in February and exceeding the 
previous high of $27.8 billion in 
January. 


Paris, Rome see progress in EC 


ROME (R) — French President 
Francois Mitterrand headed for 
home Saturday after talks with Ita- 
lian Prime Minister Bettino Craxi 
in which both leaders agreed that 
the paralysed European Com- 
munity (EC) was “on the move 
again". 

Officials said Friday night's inf- 
ormal consultations were the first 
stage in a French diplomatic effort 
aimed at breaking deadlock in the 
community, over Britain’s dem- 
ands for a reduction in its pay- 
ments to the European budget, 
ahead of a summit of the 10- 
nation bloc in France in June . 

After a two-hour meeting bet- 
ween Mr. Craxi and Mr. Mit- 
terrand. Mr. CraxTs spokesman 
told reporters prospects for suc- 
cess at the summit had improved 
but added it was premature to 
express too much optimism over 
the chances of settling Britain’s 
dispute. 

The two leaders agreed that Bri- 
tain's demands for a budget rebate 
were “not unfounded” but the 
problem was to reconcile Lon- 
don's quest for a lasting settlement 
of the budget issue with the needs 
of its community partners. 

Mr. Mitterrand is due to meet 
British Prime Minister Margaret 
Thatcher in Paris on May 4. 


Mr. Craxi and Mr. Mitterrand 
also agreed that a recent deal by 
farm ministers committing com- 
munity countries to cut subsidies 
to agriculture had given a new 
impulse to efforts to resolve the 
current impasse. 

Mr. Mitterrand last met Mr. 
Craxi in Italy in February during 
his preparations for the com- 
munity's March summit in Bru- 
ssels. which failed when Britain 
rejected a settlement offer from its 
partners. ’ 

Mr. Mitterrand and Mr! Craxi 
called for a speeding up of acc- 
ession negotiations between the 
community and Spain and Por- 
tugal to enable ratification of the 
two countries' membership by 
January 1986. 

Meanwhile, the European 
Community has at last started cle- 
arly to emerge from the economic 
recession in which it has been plu- 
nged since 1979. the 10-nation 
group said Friday in its quarterly 
report on economic trends and 
prospects. 

However, this was not expected 
to bring early relief to the com- 
munity’s 13 million unemployed 
whose prospects mainly depended 
on the ability of member states to 
adapt their economic structures to 
changed conditions, the report 
said. 


After irregular and slow rec- 
overy since the recession bot- 
tomed out in the fourth quarter of 
1982, provisional results for 1 983 
showed a distinct improvement 
compared with forecasts made this 
time last year. 

The essential conditions had 
apparently been fulfilled to ach- 
ieve a more rapid growth of 2.5 
per cent in 1984, the report said. 

It warned, however, that a con- 
tinuing and smooth expansion of 
World trade was needed to sustain 
‘economic growth. 

Restrictions on trade within the 
bloc, the high value of the U.S. 
dollar and the precarious financial 
position of many developing states 
represented dangers that could 
check the recovery, the report 
said. 

Inflation was at 6.2 per cent last 
year, well below the forecast 8.6 
per cent, and it was expected to 
fall further to 5.2 per cent this 
year. 

The trade balance was likely to 
show a further loss this year, partly 
due to rises in raw materials pri- 
ces. But the balance of payments 
was expected to record a surplus 
of $8 billion on its current account 
after an estimated deficit of $1.5 
billion Iasi year and a deficit of 
$11 billion in 1982.

Mr. Von Bulow was sentenced 
to 30 years in prison, but has rem- 
ained free on $1 million bail.

Since he needed two more en- 
tries to the table to set up a 
trump coup, he led a low club 
and finessed the jack! 
Culbertson ruffed another 
diamond to shorten his 
trumps to the same length as 
East's, crossed to the ace of 
clubs and simply ran winning 
diamonds. Whenever East 
chose to trump, declarer 
would overruff and claim the 
rest of the tricks. 


U.S. fines 
Swedish firm 


for Soviet 


radar sale 


WASHINGTON (R) — A federal 
judge Friday fined a Swedish 
company $3.12 million for sec- 
retly selling U.S. high technology 
to Moscow, enabling the Soviet 
Union to expand its air defence 
capability. 

The U.S. government said in 
court papers that executives of 
Datasaab Contracting AJB. smu- 
ggled primary circuit boards and 
other computer parts into the Sov- 
iet Union, allowing the Kremlin to 
upgrade a civilian radar system 
into one with military app- 
lications. 

The enhanced system increased 
Soviet ability to defend itself aga- ■ 
inst military aircraft and to co- 
ordinate air attacks against Wes- 
tern Europe, the court documents 
said. 

UB. District Court Judge Ger- 
hard Gcsefl accepted- a plea of no 
coatest from Datasaab, which was 
taken over by L.M. Ericsson of 
Stockholm in 1981. 

Ericsson subsequently dis- 
covered the violation of U.S. exp- 
ort controls, informed the U.S. 
government and agreed to stop 
providing spare parts and services 
for the system. 

Datasaab was charged with a 
breach of the export adm- 
inistration act by violating the 
terms of an export licence the 1 
Commerce Department had gra- 
nted and the North Atlantic Tre- 
aty Organisation's (NATO) Co- 
ordinating Committee on Export 
Controls (COCOM) had app- 
roved. 

In 1977 when the department 
authorised the export of parts and 
equipment in the radar system, it 
imposed 10 restrictions intended 
to limit the systems' capabilities to 
tracking civilian aircraft for air 
safety purposes. 

The government described in 
the court papers how restricted 
parts were purposely mislabelled 
and surreptitiously hand-carried 
to the Soviet Union by Datasaab 
officials.

Sikhs 


split 


NEW DELHI (Agencies) — The 
two main leaders of India’s 12 mil- 
lion Sikhs, who are campaigning 
for religious and political con- 
cessions, have split publicly amid 
noisy demonstrations in the seef s 
holiest shrine, the Golden Temple 
in Amritsar. 


The Press Trust of India (P77) 
said what it called dissidents broke 
away from a meeting of the Sikh 
Akali Dal Party in a gesture of no 
confidence in the movement’s 
president, Harchand Singh Lon- 
gowal. 

PTI called the incident a formal 
split in party ranks, and said the 
dissidents gathered on the roof of 
a temple where hardline preacher 
Jamaii Singh Bhindranwale lives. 

The dissidents expressed their 
support for the fiery Bhi- 
□dranwale, who is under gov- 
ernment investigation for inc- 
itement to violence and 10 other 
charges. « 

Mr. Bhindrawaie. who carries a 
pistol and is usually surrounded by 
armed bodyguards, said he was no 
longer on speaking terms with Mr. 
LongowaL, who is generally reg- 
arded as being somewhat more 
moderate. 


But Mr. Bhindrawaie was quo- 
ted by PTI as saying he would not 
form a separate party. He denied 
that the incident represented a rift 
in the Sikh campaign but said it 
reflected criticism of Mr. Lon- 
gowafs leadership. 


Violence continues 


As the rift in the Sikh leadership 
widened the death toll from a 
gunbattle between paramilitary 
troops and Sikh militias at a Sikh 
shrine grew to eight, authorities 
said. 

Authorities extended a round- 
the-clock curfew in Moga, scene 
of the shootout, until Sunday. 
Night curfews,' meanwhile, rem- 
ained in force in Chandigarh and 
Ferozepur cities and in the small 
town of Bagapura, near Moga. 

Late Friday, a police officer 
escaped harm aear the border 
with Pakistan when a powerful 
grenade hurled by suspected Sikh 
terrorists missed his jeep, police 
said. 

Punjab Inspector-General of 
Police Prttam Singh Blunder said 
the gun battle occurred in Moga 
on Thursday when militants ope- 
ned fire on troops of India's Bor- 
der Security Force from inside a 
Sikh temple.

Dominicans threaten new protests 


SANTO DOMINGO (R) — 
Trade unions in the Dominican 
Republic threatened Saturday to 
renew protests unless the gov- 
ernment broke off talks with the 
International Monetary Fund 
(IMF), whose austerity measures 
have sparked bloody riots. 


In a joint communique pub- 


lished in the newspaper Hoy, the 
five main trade unions said tbe 
government must end the talks, 
punish security forces who killed 
55 people during the riots and 
raise the minimum wage. 

“Unless these demands are met 
by Tuesday May 1 . we will renew 
our protests," it said.

Friday and prevented a labour 
meeting called to plan May 1 Lab- 
our Day celebrations. 

The unions also demanded an 
amnesty for people arrested dur- 
ing this week's riots who are still : 
detention. The riois were i 
ggered by a rise in the price of 
basic foods of 50 per cent in One 
with the wishes of the IMF. 


U.S., Nicaragua clash on 
World Court jurisdiction 


THE HAGUE, Netherlands (AP) 
— The World Court is expected to 
rule next week on U.S. claims that ■ 
Nicaragua's complaint of Ame- 
rican aggression should be thrown 
out because Nicaragua has never 
recognised court jurisdiction. 

In legal jousting Friday that 
focused primarily on procedural 
matters. American representative 
Davis R. Robinson demanded 
that the World Court proceedings 
be halted unless Nicaragua pro- 
duced evidence that it had for- 
mally accepted the jurisdiction of 
the court, which depends on vol- 
untary adherence to its rulings. 

Nicaraguan representative Car- 
los Arguello countered that his 
nation’s legislature in 1935 had 
ratified the statutes of the World 
Court predecessor, the permanent 
Court of Justice of the defunct 


League Nations. And he claimed 
that earlier recognition extended 
to tbe World Court. 


Mr. Robinson said earlier Fri- 
day that a State Department team 
of lawyers was unable to find Nic- 
aragua’s ratification notice in eit- 
her the archives of the League of 
Nations or the United Nations, or 
in back copies of the official Nic- 
araguan publication of record. 

Mr. Arguello, Nicaragua's 
ambassador to the Netherlands, 


.countercharged that the United 
States has never denied Sandinista 


allegations before the court of 

“killing, wounding *and kid- 
napping Nicaraguan citizens," and 
asked the 15-member panel to 
issue a provisional ruling pro- 
tecting Nicaragua's territorial int- 
egrity. 


De Lorean trial witness corrects testimony 


LOS ANGELES (R) — A gov- 
ernment undercover agent who 
said Thursday he had thrown away 
some of his notes and rewritten 
others in the John de Lorean drug 
case told a court Friday he had 
been mistaken. 

Defence lawyers asked Federal 
Judge Robert Takasugi Thursday 
to dismiss the nine drugs charges 
against the 59-year-old carmaker 
on the grounds that records in the 
case had been altered or des- 
troyed. 

Mr. Takasugi promised to take 
the request under submission. 

On Friday, Benedict Tisa, of the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation, 


(FBI), who had posed as a corrupt 
banker in meetings with Mr. De 
Lorean, told the court: “after rev- 
iewing my notes last night. I bel- 
ieve I was mistaken in what i 
said. 1 ' 

A seemingly frustrated defence 
lawyer. Howard Weitzman, dem- 
anded: “You mean you lied?” 

**No I didn’t-lie, 1 ’ Mr. Tisa rep- 
lied. “I mistakenly said some* 
things that were not correct." 

■ Mr. Tisa told the court Thu- 
rsday be had added to his original 
notes as long as a year after the 
investigation was over.

ogrammes of cocaine, estimated 
to be worth $24 million.

U.S. to prevent ‘air wanderings’ into East bloc 


WASHINGTON (Agencies) — 
United States military authorities 
in West Germany are tightening 
warning procedures along the bor- 
ders with East Germany and Cze- 
choslovakia in an effort to prevent 
any further wanderings by U.S. 
army helicopters into those cou- 
ntries. the Defence Department 
said Friday. 

Disclosure of the measures fol- 
lowed by a day Pentagon ack- 
nowledgement that a U.S. army 
Cobra helicopter on a border obs- 
ervation mission strayed into 
Czech gir space a week ago bee-., 
ause of pilot error. 

“As a precaution, ail warning 


procedures relative to inadverant 
border crossings will be rev- 
iewed.” the Pentagon said in res- 
ponse to questions. 

Elaborating on this, army, off- 
icials said the aim is to assure that 
helicopter pilots are alert to war- 
nings from ground-based radar 
when they are in danger of cro- 
ssing the national boundaries. 

In the April 20 incident, the 
Pentagon said two Czechoslovak 
MiG-2 Is fired rockets or missiles 
and cannon at the helicopter 
which took evasive action and was 
not hit 


trad ic ted the Pentagon statement, 
saying the helicopter was not fired 
on. 


They said the U.S. Cobra hel- 
i copter, which was over Cze- 
choslovakia for 20 minutes, was 
about eight kilometres across the 
border when it was fired on by the 
MiGs. which at one point came as 
close to 1,500 metres. 


One MiG fired at least one mis- 
sile or rocket and the other fired 
its 23 mm nose cannon.

Marmalade package 
falls from sky 


BOSTON (Agencies) — David 
Kennedy, 28, found dead in a Flo- 
rida hotel room after a troubled 
life of drugs and alcohol was bur- 
ied by the Kennedy family Friday 
after a private ceremony. 

The Kennedys, the powerful 
progeny of Joseph Kennedy, tbe 
former ambassador to Britain, had 
tried for years to protect him from 
an apparent self-destructive bent 
that put him in hospital several 
times for drug-related illness. 

Some said David's difficulties 
were induced by the murder of-his 
father. Senator Robert Kennedy, 
16 vears ago. 

Police in Palm Beach, Florida, 
said traces of cocaine and the pai - 
nkiller demerol were found in his 
body. They also said 1.3 grammes 
of high-grade cocaine were dis- 
covered in his hotel room. 

Press reports said Mr. Kennedy 
flew to Palm Beach immediately 
after spending a month at 
St. Mary’s Adult Chemical Dep- 
endency Centre in Minneapolis. 

Mr. Kennedy was buried in the 
family plot in a suburban Boston 
cemetery after in a simple, 15r 
minute ceremony attended by 100 
relatives and dose family friends. 
Bernard Law, the archbishop of 
Boston, conducted the service. 

The mourners then gathered 
round the gravesite embracing 
each other and kissing the 
flower-draped coffin before it was 
Lowered into tbe ground. 

The casket was flown on Thu- 
rsday to the family estate in Vir- 
ginia where eight of his brothers 
and cousins carried it into the 
house and placed it in the living 
room. 

After a private mass at the 
home Friday, it was flown to Bos- 
ton aboard a chartered jet. 

The flower-strew casket con- 
taining David's body was lowered 
into the earth alongside his gra- 
ndfather. Joseph Kennedy, in the 
family plot at Holyhood cemetery, 

A white canvas enclosure shi- 
elded about 45 friends and famfly-j 
members, including Kennedy's 
mother, Ethel, older brother Jos- 
eph Kennedy IL aunt Jacqueline 
Kennedy Onasis and her dau- 
ghter, Caroline Kennedy. 

David was the' fifth member of 
the Kennedy family to die tra- 
gically. 


Vatican reports plots against Pope during S. Korean trip 


VATICAN CITY (AP) - Int- 
ernational terrorists have been 
plotting to attack Pope John Paul 
II, according to Vatican and dip- 
lomatic sources, who said Friday 
the Vatican was warned by U.S. 
and Italian intelligence services. 

The attack was to be made dur- 
ing the Pope's upcoming trip to 
South Korea, the sources said, 
speaking on condition that they 
not be named. 

Among the. terrorist groups 
cited in the reports are Turkey’s 
neo-Nazi "Gray Wolve^’ and the 
notorious Venezuelan terrorist. 
“Carlos," the sources said. 

The South Korean envoy to the 
Holy See. Ambassador Joa- 
Sookim. would not discuss details' 
but said he had relayed the Vat- 


ican reports to Seoul. 

“I am convinced that our sec- 
urity services are taking adequate' 
precautions," Mr. Kim said. 

A four-day papal visit to South 
Korea is scheduled for May 3-7 as 
part of an 11 -day tour that will 
also take him to Alaska. Papua 
New Guinea, the Solomon Islands, 
and Thailand. 

Twice during his five- 
and -a- half-year pontificate Pope 
John Paul II has been a target of 
assassination attempts: he was 
shot and seriously wounded in 
Rome by a Turkish gunman on 
May 13; 1981 and narrowly esc- 
aped injury when a deranged Spa- 
nish priest lunged at him with a 
bayonet exactly one year laLer in 
Fatima, Portugal. 


The intelligence reports said 
U.S. and Italian law enforcement 
agencies have obtained evidence 
showing that the terror groups 
were attempting to enter South 
Korea from neighbouring Japan, 
with “possible assistance from 
elements close to communist 
North Korea” the Vatican sou- 
rces said.
